This ‘applied alike to trade, finance, 
industry | and . politics. The -inter- 


-|national group was ‘composed’ of 


men whose only god was profit. 
On the other , hand, he had’ been 
heartened to find how scrong pro- 
British and pro-Empire sentiment 
was becoming in the United King- 
dom. The trend towards the 
sconomie unity of the Empire -by 
tariffs and other means: was most 
marked. Sympathy ' was expressed 
by this group with Australia's 
developmental policy. wey 

Mr. Pratten said that the trend 
towards protection was increasing 
in Great Britain itself. This was 
noticeable -in the’ Safeguarding of 
Industries’ Act. .The list of pro- 
tected articles was added to by the 
last British Budget, and it was ex- 
pected that the policy of protection 
would before very long be extended 
to the iron and stee] and even the 
woollen industries. Although Aus- 
tralia’s industrial. development 
caused unemployment in Great Bri- 
tain, it was’ recognised that the 
‘opportunity for the migration of 
British people to Australia out- 
weighed’ this disadvantage. - Mr. 
Pratten said that he returned to 
Australia ‘with the impression that 
pro-British . manufacturers and 
statesmen would accept. without 
demur tariffs designed to develop 
Australja’s resources.

that competition was suppressed. 
These were matters which he .sug- 
gested should be investigated and 
reported upon, Competition should 
be permitted, higher tents with 
consequent higher prices were not 
required, The authorities’ were 
not out to collect higher revenues.

Dr. Tso expressed the opinion 
that a “ring” would always exist 
in a market 80 long as stall-holders 
had _an exclusive right’ of selling 
goods within a certain area: known 
as the “Market Limit."

‘RUNS AMOK THROUGH 
CITY STREETS, 


_ CROWD JUMPS IN KLONG. 


The “Bangkok Daily. Mail’ of 
Nov. 11, reports :— ce 

Taking fright from the screech 
of _4 train whistle, an elephant, 
which, with three others, was 
practising at the. Chitr Lada 
station Inte yesterday afternoon 
for the arrival of thé white cle~ 
phant, ran amok for over three 
miles through city streets send- 
ing thousands scurrying to Shel- 
er, 

Over‘50 persons who formed a 
part | of the practice procession 
escaped being trampled upon by 
the frightened ‘beast by leaping 
into the klong and many who 
could not swim had to be pulled 
out, Their screams for help and 
the wild-trumpeting of the ele- 
phant only subsided when it 
became clear that the remaining 
three elephants had decided to 
follow their companion on ita 
rampage. 

Straight for Sri. Ayudhya Road 
the beast tore.with his attendant 
clinging to his head with all his 
might and doing his best to quiet 
the animal, Every approaching 
car seemed to incense him all the 
more’ and it made for Rajadam- 


‘nern Road. 


Down this broad avenue he tore 
wildly’ waving his trunk and 
trumpeting. The avenue was 
crowded at the time with motor- 
cars and strollers and-many of 
these just stopped and watched 
the beast tear by, so surprised 
and frightened were they. 

Straight for his quarters be- 
hind the Ministry of Justice build- 
ing he ran and stopped only when 
he got inside. There he per- 
mitted attendants to chain him 
up, : 

These practices have been held 
for the past few days and yes- 
terday the elephants, Blai Khun- 
dong, .Phra Savekorjira, Bang 
Paen and Bang Si made their way 
peaceably to the Royal . Station 
where: the baby . white elephant.

Blai Khundong become rest- 
less when he reached the station 
but he was held in check, Be-.

train to pull in. Just before the 
cars reached the station a long- 
drawn-out screech came from the 
locamotive. , ee 

Blai Khundong’s ‘nerves went 
to pieces entirely. He raised his 
trunk, trumpeted loudly and be- 
gan dashing right and left into 
the crowd that watched the ‘pro- 
ceedings at the station. The 
people scattered and:in a second 
sie evatlon grounds were desert- 
ed. : 
Up the road toward the station 
came ‘a procession of about 50 
persons to take part in the prac- 
tice ceremony. The elephant ran 
straight. for them and as he got 
closer he lowered his head and 
charged. , There was.a_ wild 
scramble, for the beast was upon 
them before they realised the 
situation, and ‘all made for the 
klong. ; 

As the elephant passed on those 
who could swim set to work to 
pull out those who were crying 
for help. 

With his trainer clinging to his 
ears Blaij Khundong made for 
home covering the distance in less 
than 16 minutes. ‘ 

When the excitement had sub- 
sided the practice went on with 
the remaining ‘three elephants. 


A WAR SECRET. 
_"GOBS” ATTACK WITHOUT .

Field Marshal Earl Haig, pre- 
siding at an American Legion 
gathering, disclosed a well-kept 
war secret of Independence Day—

British headquarters. : therefore 
ordered their withdrawal. . When 
the Americans in. the. trenches 
heard this decision, they said they 
would not withdraw. ‘They, were 
going to share in the attack, Be- 
fore they could. be stopped they 
went over the top for their bap- 
tism of fire, suffering 15 -killed 
and'75 wounded. In reporting the

EMPIRE GROWTH. 
‘PROPOSED .RESTRICTION 
ON MIGRANTS. 


SOLIDARITY SURE, 


“Looking backwards, it: is dif- 
ficult to realise how the Empire 
came: into existence,” said the 
Secretary of State for India (the 
Earl of Birkenhead) at a lunch 
given by the Passenger . Agents’ 
Association: The Empire, he con- 
tinued, awed nothing in particu- 
lar to the statesmen, with perhaps 
Rcouple of exceptions. One of 
the most fascinating speculations 
on history was what would have 
happened if the genius and pre- 
science ‘of Burke and ‘Chatham 
could have avoided a breach with: 
the American colonies by grad- 
ually enabling them to live their 
own lives as a British Dominion, 
Statesmen during those critical 
years had not réalised the poten- 
tial constitutional form which 
the loosely ‘co-related Empire 
would ‘ultimately adopt. its 
growth only showed how the soul 
and spirit of peoples may defeat 
the calculations and purposes of 
statesmen, «°° . 

The Empire was built up by the 
indestructible attachment of 


people af the same stock, thinking | . 


the same thoughts and intending 
to stand together .whether their 
fortunes were good or bad. <A 
striking fllustration of this was 
in the early part of the war, when 
Mr. Andrew Fisher .reanimated 
British statesmen ‘with his’ 
memorable “last man and last 
penny” pronouncement. : 
‘Lord Birkenhead paid. a tribut 
to Sir Granville Ryrie’s war ser- 
vices and to the rapidity with 
which he was making friends in 
Britain. He assured him of Bri- 


tish admiration and affection for. 


Australia. : 
. Sir Granville Ryrie, in reply- 
ing, 
solidarity was never greater, 
Even South Africa would rally to

DESECRATION OF A SITE? 


In alluding in our issue of Mon- 


|day to the field day of the local 


branch of St. John Ambulance 
Brigade to Stanley reference was 
incidentally made to the site of 
the first barracks built for- the 
50th Regiment , in 1842. It is 
worth repeating that these gal- 


lant then, whose ranks were 


‘Jsadly depleted by the)ravages of 
malarial fever, were no less pion- 
eers. of ‘Empire than were 
Cecil Rhodes, Livingstone, and 
Stanley, The least that we of 
this generation can do to respect 
their memory is to preserve both 
the site of the barracks and, the 
ground surrounding them and to 
maintain in order the little God’s 
acre in which so many of ‘their 
number were laid to rest. The 
spot is crowded with the tender- 
est memories of the earliest days 
of the Colony and of the pathetic 
struggle. made against a disease 
the right treatment of which was 
unknown to the ‘medical fratern- 
ity 85 years ago.. To utilise thie 
site for any other purpose would 
savour of the grossest desecration 


and sacrilege. It would be a mean’ 


honour and of sentimentality. 


the site to any scholastic body 
would be to betray that sacred 
trust and reveal a consciousriess 
bereft of the slightest spark of 
gratitude to those who “blazed 
the trail” meny long years ago. 
Whatever progress the plan for 
the transfer of the site, or 
any part of it, for a Col- 
lege may have made, it is to be 
trusted that it will be dropped 
forthwith and an. official assur. 
ance be forthcoming ' that that 
site is to be preserved as a per- 


| petual landmark in memory’ of 


the Colony’s earliest pioneers.

But There is a New Mode in Short Hair—Many Unusual Effects Are 
" Achieved—Jewellery That Suits the Headdress, 


/Variety,. so much to be desired 


accepted method of achieving a 
amart coiffure, There-is no parti- 
cular sty le that must be followed,, 
rather js it a day of stressing the 
individual, And then, too, ‘there 
are styles of wearing the hair that 
are adapted strictly to a formal ap- 
pearance, Jewellery that occom- 
panies various headdresses has 
much to do with making the time 
of day marked. 

The uniform boyish hair-cut has 
been passed by long ago. It is no 


type of clipping is passé, a clipping 
that is close to the head is much 
to be desired. Only there are ways 
and means of bringing distinctive 
touches ‘by an odd cut here, or 
loose effect there. 


‘Curls that have hitherto been dis-7 


carded are making their appearance 
in odd places. They may appear on 
the forchead ‘in a softening effect, 
They are permissible at the sides 
with.the front hair combed straight 
back. They may dot the top of the 
head with an otherwise smooth 
effect achieved by a close clipping, 
or they may, on the other .hand, 
give a chignon effect at the back 
of the head.

efect—with out—the—use—of—curls- 
The wave of stereotyped outline has 
long since gone the way of, all 
standardized effects. The wave is 
still used, but it is used at just the 
right place, to give, perhaps, a 
softened line, 

The -back of the head calls for 
an artistic hand in shingling—if 
that effect be desired, . The ‘shape 
of the head-and neck should deter- 
mine the type of cut for the back 
of the head.. The point is always 
smart in the closely cropped head. 
In many instances, however, a 
swirled effect is used, or a soft 
‘chignon worn, 


FOR THE DANCE. . 
. A.Study in Modern Fashion: 


The dance frock of the season isa 
happy compromise with fashion. It 
is neither the full-skirted dreas of 
the picturg vogue nor the straight, 
slim frock that is still so much 
worn, but the dainty skirt draperies 
are sufficiently billowy in their 
draping and. airy in: texture to 
“dance” as it were in rhythm with 
the wearer's movements, an effect 
that is accentuated by the rosettes 
with their lavishly looped ends..

“ALL THINGS GREAT AND 
SMALL.” : 


(MMENSITY OF THE UNIVERSE 


Professor. J.. Arthur Thomson 
writes in . “John 0” London's 
Weekly’:— 

One of the most striking books 
of the year {y Professor A. S, 
Eddington’s “Star, and Atoms” 
(Clarendon Press, Oxford, 1927), 
‘not only for its picturesque revela- 
tion of some of the recent advances 
of physics, but as a study in sclen- 
tific method. ‘It “illustrates what 
a master can do in making difficult 
subjects clear. The central idea is 
to show, how modern knowledge of 
atoms and radiation hag led to 
interesting developments in astron- 
‘omy; and, recdprocally, ‘how the 
study of mutter in stars’ and 
nebule has helped the progress of 
atomic physics. . “Our thought 
fluctuates’ continually from the ex- 
cessively great to the excessively 
amall, from the star..to the atom, 
and back to the star.” * 


Island Universes. ; 

Our sun‘and its solar system 
must be reckoned as large, for the 
gun is 93 millions of miles away and 
its light takes about eight minutes to 
reach us: But our sun belongs to 
a stellar system of some 3,000 mil- 
lion stars, all belonging to the same 
order of magnitude ‘as our sun, 
that is to say with diameters of. a, 
million miles or much more.;, Yet 
these worlds are not.more crowded 
in the heavens ‘than eight cricket 
balls would be roaming the interior 
of the earth, which has diameters of 
about 7,900 miles. But beyond the 
atellar system to which ‘our solar 
aystems—the “island universes” or 
apiral nebule — excessively large 
and inthinkably distant,’ "| 

And in contrast to these immen- 
aitics we must picture the .exces- 
sively minute, “A drop. of water 
contains_sexeral__ thousand, million | 
million million atoms. Each atom is 
about one’ hundred-millionth: of an 
inch in diameter. Within © the 
atom are the much smaller elec- 
trons, pursing orbits, like planets 
round the’ sun, in a space which 
relatively to their size is no less 
roomy than the solar syatem.” 

Are Atoms Real? 

For. the purposes of chemical 
description it used to be the fashion 
to picture an atom of carbon, for 
instance, as little particle with four 


ed, in any state that lasts, to be

of equal clutching power. In ‘pure 
carbon, as in diamonds or in 
-graphite,—the—four-handed_carbon | 
atoms clutch one another. In a 
molecule ‘of marsh gas (CH4) the 
carbon atom was pictured as having 
each of its -hands clutched by 8 
one-handed atom of hydrogen.” ° 
In carbon dioxide (CO2) the 
hands of the carbon atom are 
clutched in pairs by two two- 
handed atoms of oxygen. Now this

fictions—not real,,yet with some 
correspondence to reality, for they 
fitted the known facts.

An atom featoo small to be seen—., 
about one hundred-millionth of an 
inch in diameter, yet it is possible 
to photograph the trail of a rapidly- 
moving helium atom as it flashes

Somewhore <else we , remember 
reading that a million earths would 
maka in volume one sun, and fifty 
million suns would make in volume 
one Betelgeuse—that star In Orion 
within which ‘he earth could swing 
round-in its orbit! “ 
Betelgeuse is much'less dense than 
the sun; its mass is only, some 
thirty-five times the sun’s; it has 
‘the’ stupendous diameter of 300 
million miles, Its mean densjty is 
not much more than about one- 
thousandth that of air. Q ; 
What a picture Professor Edding- 
ton gives us of the hurly-burly of 
a star, Atoms in crowds rushing 
to and fro jn all directions, some at 
the rate of 100 miles a second, 
Ether-waves or electro-magnetic 
radiations of various kinda are also 
rushing about’ in all directions, and 
some: of them eventually leak out 
‘through the cage of. atoms and | 
start off on a long journey through 
space, We see the star. ws 
But there je “a third population; 
to join in the dance’—namely, 
multitudes of free electrons which 
are broken off in the star’s furnace 
by the battering of the particles by 
one another, and more especially, by 
the collision of the. cther-waves 
(X-rays) with atoms, The breaking 
away of electrons from atoms is call- 
ed ionization, and all the atoms in- 
side a star have been thus mutilated 
and should therefore be called ions. 
But they are continually re-capturing 
electrons that. have broken away into 


temporary ‘freedom; and 80° the 
‘bustle continues, It is stupendous, 
but a primrose by tHe river's brim 
is much more significant.

MOUNTAIN CHASE. 


A fight at three yards range with 


Ta gorilla nearly six feet high was 


one of the adventures of Lieut. Col. 
H. F. Fenn, D.S.0., who headed a 
hunting expedition ‘into the forests 
of the Belgian Congo. 


__The object of the oxpedition was | 


to obtain a specimen of a giant 
gorilla for the British Museum, * 

With pygmies for guides, Col. 
Fenn marched for two days into the 
hill country, Then the presence of a 
gorilla was reported, and he set out 
with a camera,’ hoping to get oa 
photograph.. - 

After following a path for a 


‘\few' minutes a gorilla barked, It 


was close at hand, but the, forest 
was so dense-that it was impossible 
to see more than o few yards 
ahead:

Convicted in 1909, 


Tho’ agitation.in Great Britain 
for the releast of Oscar Slater com- 
menced immediately after his trial 
in 1909, It will bo recalled that on 
‘December 21, 1908, Miss Gilchrist, 
who lived with her maid, Helen 
Lambie, in a seven-roomed fint in 
Glasgow, was murdered at about 7 
p.m, At tho trial, which com- 
menced in May of the following 
year, in the-High_Court_of Edin- 
burgh, Slater was convicted. on a 
majority verdict of the jury of 15, 
nine jurymen taking the view that 
the evidence was sufficient’ to 
justify the verdict of guilty, while 
five declared that the case was not 
proven, and one expressed the view 
that Slater was,not guilty. Slater 
was: condemned to death, but the 
sentence was commuted ‘two days 
before the time fixed for. his oxecu- 
tion, and since then he has been in- 
carcerated in Peterhead prison, 

Sir A. Conan Doyle’s Attack. 

Since the day of his reprieve from 
the gallows there have been at fre- 
quent intervals demands by. certain 
people for Slater’s release on the 
grounds that he was wrongly con- 
victed. Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, 
the well-known novelist, was one of 


‘| the leading neople who took part in 


Cautiously he entered a gorilla 
tunnel, which is a-run some three 
to four feet high.

BAD COPPER COINS. 


ECHO OF LOCAL SMUGGLING 
CAS 


HARDSHIP IN SHANGHAI, | 


Bad copper coins which formed 
the subject of interesting Police 
prosecutions recently: when it was 
alleged that large quantities’ were 
brought down from North China 
(where they were cheap) and re- 
sold in the two Kwang provinces at 
attractive profits are now causing 
anxiety in Shanghai. 

China’s coinage, as experts have 
pointed out, is being debased daily. 
A copper, nominally one’ cent, is 
worth sometimes only.a fifth of the 
face value. Coppers are cheap 
enough in Shanghai as it is and it 
ig, difficult to see why any more 
should be brought there. They 
fetch o much better price in Can- 
ton, and it will be up to the Can- 
ton authorities, in their own in- 
terests, to take action. 

“Cause of Unrest.” 

The appended letter on the sub- 
ject of the, smuggling into Shang- 
hai of copper coins has been ad- 
dressed by the Chairman of the 
Municipal Council to Mr. E. -5. 
Cunningham, Consul-General for 
the United States and Senfor Con- 
sul:— 

“Sir,—1 have the honour to bring 
to the attention of, the Consular 
Body the continued smuggling into 
Shanghai of: copper coins, with con- 
sequent flooding. of the local market, 
and depreciation. of values.

Chinese section, is 
considerable, and ‘the consequent
